Fir.  Chairman  and  Fiembers, 

Page  7 shows  the  ages  at  death.  75?«  of  deaths  in  any  one  year  occur 
after  the  age  of  65  years  and  more  than  half  of  these  over  the  age  of  75* 

However  successful  we  may  be  in  the  maintenance  of  health  there  will  always  be  a 
period  of  frailty  and  disability  in  a proportion  of  the  population  of  advanced 
age.  Some  of  them  may  receive  all  the  help  they  need  from  their  own  families  but, 
with  the  increasing  dispersal  of  family  groups,  many  require  help  from  the 
community.  A few  may  need  permanent  hospital  care,  but  the  great  majority, 
adequately  housed,  with  the  support  of  the  home  nursing  service,  the  home  help 
service  and  conveniently  placed  hospitals  for  temporary  and  day  care  could  remain 
in  their  own  homes. 

In  this  area  it  is  virtually  impossible  to  persuade  many  elderly  people, 
who  require  immediate  care  for  their  rehabilitation,  to  go  to  hospital  until  they 
have  deteriorated  to  such  an  extent  that  recovery  becomes  impossible  and  they 
occupy  much  needed  hospital  beds  for  an  excessively  long  period  until  they  die. 
Hospitals  become  places  for  the  dying  instead  of  the  recovering. 

The  opportunity  to  improve  hospital  facilities  in  the  area  has 
apparently  been  lost  with  the  proposed  closure  of  the  Adela  Shaw  Hospital.  No-one 
would  claim  that  the  Adela  Shaw  is  ideal.  A n ew  hospital,  as  conveniently  situated, 
is  desirable.  However  it  would  have  been  better  to  have  a hospital  to  which  the 
elderly  sick  could  have  been  admitted  for  temporary  care  when  there  was  a reasonable 
chance  of  recovery  and  return  to  their  own  homes. 

The  basic  service  for  care  in  the  home  is  the  Home  Help  Service. 
Suggestions  have  been  made  that  this  service  could  as  well  be  administered  by  a 
Welfare  Department.  This  would  lead  to  a more  expensive  and  less  efficient  service. 
In  this  area  the  Nurse/Health  Visitor,  who  knows  the  patients'  circumstances 
intimately,  decides  when  help  is  needed.  Should  another  department  be  involved  it 
would  make  no  difference  to  the  number  of  visits  which  the  nurse  would  have  to  make 
but  would  involve  additional  visits  by  relative  strangers  and  a general  increase  in 
the  cost  of  the  service.  However  with  the  tendency  to  increase  administrative  and 
supervisory  staff  it  seems  unlikely  that  economies  of  this  nature  will  receive  any 
consideration .

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  admitted  to  Cross  Lane  Hospital,  Scarborough 
or  Yearsle3r  Bridge  Hospital,  York  when  necessary. 

Expectant  mothers  are  admitted  to  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Scarborough, 

Scarborough  General  Hospital,  Westow  Croft  Maternity  Hospital,  Fulford  Maternity 
Hospital  and  Northallerton  Maternity  Hospital. 

St.  Hilda's  Hospital,  Whitby,  St.  Mary ’ s Hospital,  York  and  St.  Mary's 
Hospital,  Scarborough  are  available  for  the  admission  of  geriatric  patients. 

VOLUNTARY  ORGANISATIONS . 

Co-operation  with  voluntary  organisations  continues  and  particular  mention  of 
the  Pickering  Ambulance  Association  must  be  made.  This  body  provides  transport  for 
people  in  the  Fickering  area  who  would  otherwise  be  unable  to  attend  chiropody  clinics 
and  also  provides  extra  items  of  nursing  equipment. 

laboratory  Facilities . 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Northallerton  carries  out  examination  of  water 
milk  and  ice  cream  and  pathological  specimens  taken  during  the  investigation  of 
infectious  diseases. 

FAMILY  PLANNING. 

The  Family  Planning  Association  provides  regular  clinic  sessions  at  Pickering. 
VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION. 


Courses  of  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria,  tetanus  and 
whooping  cough  are  given  at  local  authority  clinics  or  by  general  practitioners.

water  supplies 


The  water  supplies  in  the  district  are  administered  by  the  Ryedale 
Joint  Water  Boards  of  which  this  authority  is  a constituent  member. 

All  the  villages  in  the  area  enjoy  piped  water  supplies.  Outlying 
farms  and  properties  in  the  remote  districts  are  supplied  by  privately 
owned  springs. 

During  the  year  34  samples  of  water  from  various  parifcs  of  the  district 
were  sent  for  bacteriological  examination  , 32  of  which  proved  satisfactory 
and  2 unsatisfactory. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  from  the  public  mains  is  approx- 
imately 1,644  and  the  population,  supplied  is  approximately  4*857.  The 
number  of  houses  supplied  directly  or  by  means  of  stand  pipes  is  not  known. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSINC- 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  means  of  partially  controlled  tipping  and  is 
carried  out  at  the  Tip  in  Pockley  Dale. 

The  Refuse  Tip  continues  to  be  maintained  and  operated  under  strict 
supervision  and  every  effort  is  made  to  keep  it  in  a clean  and  tidy 
condition..  The  tractor  purchased  by  the  Council  some  time  ago  continues 
to  give  valuable  assistance  with  the  work  of  spreading  and  covering  the  refuse 

As  the  life  of  the  present  Tip  is  growing  shorter,  it  is  recommended 
that  steps  be  taken  to  secure  a new  site  or  alternative  system  for  the 
future.  The  refuse  to  be  dealt  with  is  changing  in  type  and  quantity 
year  by  year  and  is  increasing  in  bulk. 

House  refuse  is  collected  on  a fortnightly  basis  by  direct  labour 
using  a Shelvoke  and  Drewry  For  and  Aft  Tipper  20/25  cu.  yd.  capacity 
vehicle  and  a labour  force  of  two  men.  Additional  labour  is  employed 
in  the  town  of  Helmsley  and  other  more  densely  populated  areas  of  the 
district.  ■: 

The  Sheltfoke  and  Drewry  Fore  and  Aft  Tipping  Compression  vehicle  ' 
continues  to  give  satisfaction. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


There  are  six  sewage  disposal  works  situated  in  the  area,  five  of  which 
deal  exclusively  with  the  treatment  of sewage  from  Helmsley,  Sproxton, 
Oswaldkirk,  Ampleforth  and  Gilling  East. 

The  sixth  sewage  disposal  works  at  Wombleton  serves  the  parishes  of 
Beadlam,  Harome,  Nawton  and  Wombleton  and  is  administered  by  this 
Department  under  the  Joint  Committee  of  Helmsley  and  Kirkbymoorside  Rural 
District  Councils.  A scheme  has  been  prepared  to  take  the  sewage  from 
Nunnington  in  the  Kirkbymoorside  Rural  District  area  to  these  works  for 
treatment. 

The  day  to  day  maintenance  of  these  works  is  carried  out  by  a mobile 
team  of  two  men  with  a Morris  van  for  transport.  The  use  of  the  tractor 
assists  greatly  in  maintenance  of  these  works. 

It  is  pleasing  to  know  that  a scheme  for  Wass  is  now  well  advanced  and 
that  negotiations  for  Rievaulx  and  the  Ampleforth  College  sewage  works  are 
receiving  consideration.  With  the  Completion  of  these  schemes  the  Council 
might  consider  the  provision  of  schemes  for  the  villages  of  Hawnby,  Stonegrave 
Coulton,  Old  By land,  Oldstead,  Pockley,  Scawton,  Cold  Kirby  and  Cawton. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


During  the  year  there  were  11  conversions  to  the  water  carriage  system 
in  the  various  parishes  of  the  district.  There  were  also  15  new  houses 
erected  with  water  carriage  facilities. 

SALVAGE 


There  is  no  salvage  scheme  in  operation  in  the  area. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  Public  conveniences  at  Helmsley  and  Rievaulx  have  operated 
satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

No  action  has  been  found  necessary. 


swimming  laths  and  pools 


There  are  no  publicly  owned  pools  in  the  area.  There  are  privately 
owned  pools  at  Queen  Mary's  School,  Helmsley  and  Ampleforth  College. 

Work  has  commenced  on  the  provision  of  a Public  Swimming  Pool  in 
Helmsley  as  part  of  a Memorial  to  the  Earl  of  Feversham.  It  is  hoped 
to  be  operating  during  the  coming  year. 

CARAVaN  SITES 

The  only  caravan  site  in  the  area  has  been  visted  from  time  to  time 
and  has  been  well  maintained. 

RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  jointly  by  this  Council  and  Kirkbymoorsid 
Rural  District  Council  to  carry  out  their  obligations  under  the  Prevention 
of  Damage  by  Pests,  Act,  1949*  He  has  been  fully  engaged  throughout 
the  year.  Regular  treatments  have  been  carried  out  at  the  Council  owned 
Refuse  Tips,  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  and  open  ditches.  The 
number  of  properties  in  the  district  surveyed  was  184  and  202  treatments 
were  carried  out.  An  Austin  A3 5 van  is  employed  on  this  service. 

The  sum  of  £175-17-4d  is  recoverable  for  work  carried  out  on  business 
premises. 


HOUSE  AND  BUILDING  PLANS 


Numerous  visits  have  been  carried  out  to  sites  in  the  area  on  the 
administration  of  the  Building  Regulations,  19&5,  The  satisfactory 
implementation  of  these  Regulations  is  most  difficult  with  existing 
shortage  of  staff.

Where  the  basic  amenities  (bath,  wash-hand  basin,  hot  water  supply, 
W.C.  and  food  store)  are  provided,  half  the  cost  of  the  work  may  be  given 
as  a Standard  Grant  with  a maximum  of  £155-  0„  0.  In  those  cases  where 
it  is  necessary  to  add  a bathroom  due  to  insufficient  space  in  the  house, 
construct  a septic  tank  or  make  a connection  to  a mains  water  supply 
for  the  first  time,  it  is  possible  for  an  increased  grant  to  be  paid 
subject  to  a maximum  of  £350*  0,  0.  Of  those  grants  paid,  extra  was 
allowed  for  three  bathrooms,  one  septic  tank  and  one  mains  connection.. 

In  grants  approved,  1 was  for  a bathroom  and  2 for  septic  tanks. 

Owners  continue  to  show  reluctance  in  provideding  food  stores  but 
the  White  Paper'  entitled  "Old  Houses  into  Few  Homes"  indicates  that  the 
provision  of  a ventilated  food  store  will  no  longer  be  required  to 
qualify  for  grant  aid.  It  is  also  proposed  that  the  maximum  of 
pl55«  0,  0.  should  be  increased  to  £200.  0.  0. 

Discretionary  Grants 


10  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  were  received  of  which  8 
[rere  approved  and  two  are  awaiting  consideration. 


8 houses  were  improved  in  1968  and  two  properties  converted  to  form 
idditional  housing  stock. 

170  applications  have  now  been  received  since  these  grants  began 
md  of  these  143  have  been  completed  involving  150  dwellings.  Of  this

. ,mproved  remains  to  be  seen  but  this  .action  must  provide  a lucrative 
-hcentive  for  owners  to  bring  their  houses  up  to  a modern  standard.

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COUNCIL  HOUSES 

Two  houses  were  completed  at  Hut ton-1 e -Hole  during -the  year 
together  with  10  houses,  20  bungalows,  Wardens  flat  and  a Community 
Centre  at  Manor  Close,  Kirkbymoorside.  The  latter  scheme  is  now 
complete  and  includes  13  garages. 

A contract  had  been  let  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  a further  two 
houses,  at  Apple ton-le-Moors  and  site  layout  details  agreed  for  the 
Kirby  Mills  Lane  Site  (52  houses  and  flats). 

Only  one  more  site  is  owned  by  the  Council  and  this  is  at  Spaunton 
where  two  dwellings  could  be  accommodated 0 Kirkbymoorside  continues 
to  be  the  most  essential  position  for  future  housing  but  there  appears 
to  be  no  urgency  in  obtaining  further  land.  This  could  well  be  left 
until  the  Kirby  Mills  Lahe  Estate  has  been  developed.

^.aughtering  on  - Sundays  it  did  mean  that  meat  had  to  be  inspected  after 
p.m.  each  Saturday. 

These  times  have  now  been  revised  to  require  that  slaughtering 
nishes  at  12  noon  each  Saturday.  Although  obviously  an  improvement 
the  previous,  times , the  value  of  weekend  leisure  time  is  reduced  by 
le  need  to  carry  out  meat  inspection  work  at  some  time  after  12  noon 
ich  Saturday. 
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Slaughterhouses  at  Kirkbymoorside  and  Nunnington  continue  in 
operation  and  the  latter  is  a dead  weight  centre.  One  case  of 
cysticercus  bovis  was  found  and  the  carcase  subjected  to  prolonged 
refrigeration  treatment.  No  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  observed* 
Apart  from  casualty  animals,  all  meat  is  of  a high  standard. 

305  visits  of  inspection  were  made  and  2,849  carcases  examined*

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  Rye dale  Joint  Water  Board  are  the  authority  responsible' for 
water  supplies  in  this  area  and  virtually  all  mains  supplies  are 
chlorinated,, 

Plans  are  in  hand  for  the  supply  of  water  from  Cropton  reservoir 
to  improve  and  augment  the  Appleton-le-Moors , Lastingham  and  Spaunton 
system o This  part  of  the  district  is  extremely  short  of  water  when 
drought  conditions  exist. 

An  investigation  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Board  into  the 
plumbo-solvent  properties  of  various  supplies.  The  results  show  that 
a danger  exists  to  consumers  where  old  lead  pipe  is  in  use,,  Treatment 
plants  are  proposed  to  correct  the  ph„  value. 

All  14  samples  of  water  submitted  for  bacteriological  analysis  were 
reported  as  satisfactory.  Less  emphasis  has  bsen  placed  on  the  sampling 
of  mains  supplies  in  recent  years  due  to  the  Board's  staff  taking 
numerous  samples  at  regular  intervals.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

has  access  to  these  reports. 


There  are  very  few  houses  in  the  district  not  connected  to  a 
main  where  this  is  within  a reasonable  distance.  All  other  houses 
■Tiich  are  not  connected  have  their  own  private  supplies.

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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Kirby  Mills  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

These  works  continue  to  give  an  effluent  which  meets  the  standard 
laid  down  by  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  & Hull  River  Board.  Designed  to 
treat  six  times  the  dry  weather  flow  (6x  dwf) , the  works  are- working  to 
capacity  during  and  after  heavy  rainfall  but  the  flow  to  the  works  at 
this  time  is  veiy  dilute.  Being  a combined  system  which  also  receives 
most  of  the  highway  drainage  there  is  naturally  a flow  in  excess  of 
6x  dwf . and  this  is  discharged  from  a sewer  overflow  to  the  Mill  Race 
and  from  the  Works  overflow  to  the  River. 

Difficulties  in  drying  sludge,  reported  in  previous  years,  has 
been  overcome  by  obtaining  the  services  of  Pickering  R.D.G. ' s Vacuum 
tanker.  The  sludge  is  extracted  from  the  sedimentation  tanks  and 
transported  by  the  tanker  to  a suitable  disposal  area.  When  weather 
conditions  are  suitable  the  liquid  is  sprayed  onto  agricultural  land  but 
in  adverse  weather  the  liquid  is  placed  at  the  bottom  of  the  refuse 
tipping  area. 

This  method  of  disposal  not  only  saves  manpower  but  reduces  the 
quantity  of  material  being  dried  at  the  Works  with  a consequent 
reduction  in  sources  of  smell.  As  in  the  previous  year  no  complaints 
of  smell  from  this  source  were  received. 

Kirkbymoorside  Sewers 

Some  progress  was  made  towards  the  submission  of  a scheme  for  the 
provision  of  a new  main  sewer  in  the  town  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  no 
decision  had  been  made  by  the  County  Council  as  to  whether  or  not  they 
will  make  a financial  contribution.  

It  was  fortunate  from  the  sewage  disposal ‘ point  of  view  that  the 
184  houses  proposed  to  be  built  in  the  area  of  the  hospital  were  not 
started.  This  may  only  be  a temporary  respite  and  it  is  considered 
essential  for  as  much  paperwork  as  possible  to  be  completed  in  order 
that  the  work  can  be  put  in  hand  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 

Hutton-1 e-Hole 

Completed  in  1967  this  system  has  proved  invaluable.  All  houses 
are  connected  and  efforts  are  being  made  to  have  watered osets  provided 
at  the  few  houses  where  none  exist  at  present. 

Only  foul  drainage  is  connected  with  surface  water  being  discharged 
to  the  stream  as  previously.  The  availability  of  these  sewers 
encouraged  the  County  Council  to  provide  Public  Conveniences  and  these 
have  been  constructed  and  connected. 

Although  the  cost  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  scheme  appeared  high  at^ 
the  time,  construction  costs  have  since  risen  and  the  Council  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  decision  to  go  ahead  with  the  scheme. 

Lastingham 

Constructed  in  the  same  contract  as  Hutton-le-Hole  this  system 
also  receives  foul  sewage  only.  Three  cottages  are  not  connected 
but  as  they  are  in  poor  condition  and  only  have  sinks  it  was  decided 
that  the  cost  would  not  be  Justified.  One  of  the  cottages  has  since 
been  closed  and  the  other  two  will  be  either  closed  or  improved  as  soon 
as  they  become  vacant. 

Hunnington 

This  scheme  has  finally  received  Ministry  approval _ and  tenders _ 
have  been  invited.  There  is  every  prospect  of  work  being  started  in 
Spring  1969.  Poul  sewage  only  will  be  connected  and  pumped  to  the 
existing  Harome  Works.  As  these  works  already  receive  regular  visits 
for  maintenance  there  must  be  a saving  in  manpower  as  against  providing 
a separate  disposal  point. 
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The  provision  of  water  closets  where  none  exist  at  present  will 
he  given  priority  as  soon  as  the  system  is  operational. 

Apple ton-1 e-Moors  and  Spaunton 

Schemes  are  now  being  prepared  for  both  these  villages. 

Great  Eds tone 

Some  years  ago  a scheme  was  prepared  for  this  village  and  put  in 
abeyance c . At  least  three  foul  gutters  exist  and  since  ground 
conditions  do  not  encourage  the  provision  of  soakaways  the  conditions 
to  be-  found  in  these  gutters  gives  cause  for  concern.  Sewage  liquid 
can  be  detected  for  quite  some  distance  from  the  village  and  it  is 
recommended  that  the  scheme  be  re-examined. 

Fadmoor,  Gillamoor  and  Salton 

Fadmoor  has  a village  drain  which  discharges  into  a roadside 
gutter.  Not  only  is  the  gutter  objectionable  but  heavy  rain  creates 
a flow  which  discharges  onto  the  Kirkbymoorside/Fadmoor  highway. 

Gillamoor  drains  to  a settling  tank  and  then  to  soakaway.  Not 
ideal  but  it  causes  less  offence  than  Fadmoor.  An  additional  drain 
discharges  to  a gutter  but  receives  drainage  from  only  a few  houses. 

The  gutter  is  offensive  but  much  of  the  nuisance  is  from  farmyard 
effluent. 

Salton  has  a village  drain  discharging  to  a ditch  some  distance 
from  the  village.  This  drain  also  receives  water  from  a sulphur  spring 
the  smell  of  which  is  objectionable  to  some.  Consisting  of 
approximately  14  houses,  this  village  will  probably  be  the  last  to  be 
sewered* 

Drainage  Generally 

Quite  a good  standard  of  drain  construction  has  been  maintained 
and  only  two  lenghts  had  to  be  relayed. 

After  service  of  notice  under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936,  water- 
closets  were  provided  to  six  cottages  in  Chapel  Street,  Nawton. 

Owners  appear  to  be  co-operating  in  the  provision  of  W.C.'s  at 
Hut ton-le -Hole  and  it  is  not  anticipated  that  notices  will  be  necessary. 

17  conservancy  type  closets  were  converted  to  the  water  carriage 
system  during  the  year. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Weekly  collections  of  refuse  are  made  in  Kirkbymoorside , Keldholme , 
Kirby  Mills,  Nawton  and  Wombleton  with  a visit  every  four  weeks  to  the 
northern  end  of  Farndale,  all  Bransdale  and  Sleightholmedale.  All 
other  properties  receive  fortnightly  collections. 

Bins  are  collected  and  returned  except  where  there  is  no  rear 
access.  In  these  circumstances  the  tenant  leaves  the  bin  at  the  front 
door. 

A pilot  scheme  of  paper  sacks  has  been  introduced  at  120  Council 
Houses  including  the  new  Manor  Close  Estate.  Although  commencing  with 
the  large  heavy  quality  sack  it  is  considered  possible  to  effect 
savings  by  the  use  of  a lighter  quality  sack  and  a smaller  size  for  the 
Old  Persons  bungalows . 

Not  only  does  the  system  provide  a clean  sack  each  week  as  opposed 
to  a filthy  dustbin  but  conditions  for  the  refuse  collectors  are  vastly 
improved.  There  is  no  doubt  that  conditions  must  be  improved  for 
refuse  collectors.;  Not  only  is  there  the  problem  of  attracting  good  men 
to  the -job  but  efforts  should  be  made  to  ensure  that  existing  staff  are 
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retained 


The  cost  of  refuse  collection  for  1968  was  £3,588.  0.  0.  This 
shows  an  increase  on  the  costs  for  1967  due  mainly  to  increased  taxation, 
wages  and  repairs  together  with  the  cost  of  paper  sacks.  Against  this 

it  must  be  remembered  that  refuse  had  to  be  collected  from  some  54  new 
properties  without  additional  staff  or  vehicles. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


Increased  attention  has  been  given  to  the  cleansing  of  conveniences. 
Not  only  was  an  extra  cleaner  required  for  Hut ton-1 e -Hole  but  it  was 
considered  advisable  to  employ  a female  cleaner  in  the  ladies  section 
of  the  Kirkbymoorside  conveniences.  The  Council's  workmen  continue  to 
cleanse  the  male  toilets. 

Little  damage  was  experienced  at  Kirkbymoorside  but  surprisingly 
there  was  damage  at  Hut ton-le -Hole  particularly  to  the  Gents  W.C. 

This  was  made  good  by  the  North  Riding  County  Council. 

Completed  in  time  to  be  used  during  the  summer  of  1968  the 
Hutton-1 e-Hole  conveniences  have  already  proved  valuable  bearing  in 
mind  the  large  number  of  visitors  which  frequent  the  village. 

In  addition  to  the  two  sites  mentioned,  the  Low  Mills  conveniences 
continue  to  be  available  for  visitors  to  Earndale  but  these  are  closed 
during  the  winter  months.

Of fices  , Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963 

No  difficulties  were  experienced  in  the  operation  of  this  Act 
other  than  the  intricacies  of  the  Act  itself  and  regulations  or  orders 
made  under  it.  These  provisions  are  the  most  involved  of  any 
legislation  required  to  be  enforced  by  this  Department. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  I960  -■ 

5 caravans  were  removed  by  informal  action  and  there  are  no 
licensed  sites  in  the  District.  One  caravan  was  stationed  in  the 
District  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  action  is  being  taken  to  have  it 
removed. 

Caravan  Club  Certificates  were  issued  to  Mrs.  N.  Payne  for  land, 
at  Hutton-le-Hole  and  Mr.  Hannan  for  land  at  Wombleton  Aerodrome  as  in 
previous  years. 

Civic  Amenities  Act  1967 

Two  derelict  vehicles  were  removed  by  the  owner  after  informal 
action  and  a further  two  were  the  subject  of  notices  at  the  end  of  1968. 

Clean  Air  Act  1956 

No  action  has  been  necessary. 

Noise  Abatement  Act 

Messrs.  Micro-Metal smiths  Ltd.  were  persuaded  to  renew  an  old. 
compressor  which  was  causing  excessive  noise  at  their  Kirkbymoorside 
factory.  Not  only  was  the  compressor  renewed  but  it  was  re-sited  in 
a more  suitable  position. 
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Swimming  Pools  and.  Baths  , 

' ’ There  are  no-  public  swimming  pools  or  baths  within  the  District. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949 

Rodent  control  work  continues  to  be  carried  out  in  conjunction 
with  the  Helmsley  R.D.Ccand  one  operative  covers  both  districts. 

This  arrangement  has  proved  satisfactory  in  the  past  and  it  is  essential 
that  rodent  control  work  continues  at  its  present  level.  Although 
complaint  was  made  that  there  had  been  an  increase  in  the  numbers  of 
rats  in  Kirkbymoorside  a survey  revealed  that  there  was  an  extremely 
low  rodent  population  in  the  town,,  Sewers  were  again  treated  and  only 
3 manholes  were  found  to  be  infested. 

No  charge  is  made  for  treating  houses  but  business  premises  and 
houses  with  pigs  or  poultry  pay  the  cosb  of  treatmento 

Warfarin  continues  to  be  used.  Whilst  there  is  no  evidence  of 
resistance  to  this 1 poison  two  infestations  of  mice  at  Nawton  were. found 
to  be -difficult  to  control  and  a new  poison  was  introduced  with  good 
results, , 

Council  owned  property  is  visited  at  regular  intervals  with  special 
attention  given  to  sewage  disposal  works  and  the  refuse  tip. 

Every  effort,,  is  made  to  encourage  the  public  to  give  early 
notification  of  an  infestation.  It  is  not  widely  known  that  occupiers 
of  property  are  legally  required  to  notify  the  local  authority  when 
there  is  evidence  pf  rodents  present. 

Charges  for  treatments  to  business  premises  totalled  £112.  0.  0„ 
Peral  Pigeons 

These  are  most  elusive  pests  and  nowhere  near  as  easy  to  control 
as  rodents. 

148  pigeons  i\rere  caught  in  1968  following  the  146  caught  in  1967* 
Numerous  eggs  were  destroyed  but  the  difficulty  continues  to  be  the 
control  of  those  birds  which  sleep  on  roofs.  It  is  relatively  easy  to 
catch  the  birds  which  sleep  in  old  buildings  although  at  times  this 
method  is  dangerous  due  to  the  rotted  condition  of  old  wooden  floors. 

In  certain  instances  it  has  been  judged  too  dangerous  to  walk  on  such 
floors  and  in  these  cases  the  openings  into  the  buildings  have  been 
covered  with  wire  to  prevent  the  birds  gaining  entry. 

A trap  was  placed  at  the  rear  of  the  Council  Offices  but  this  gave 
only  limited  success.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a second  trap  was 
constructed  of  different  design  and  there  is  every  prospect  of  this 
being  more  efficient. 

During  the  last  three  years  419  pigeons  have  been  caught  but  in 
spite  of  this  there  was  still  a flock  of  some  50  - 60  birds  in  the  town 
at  the  end  of  1968.  Many  of  them  are  tired  racing  birds  and,  when 
caught,  must  be  reported  to  their  owners. 

The  pigeon  problem  is  being  experienced  in  many  towns  and  is  more 
acute  where  people  provide  food- for  these  and  other  birds.  Control 
measures  will  continue  but  there  is  little  prospect  at  the  moment  of 
complete  eradication.  A flock  of  say  20  - 30  pigeons  is  likely  to  be 
with  us  for  some  time  yet  - due  to  the  influx  of  fresh  birds  replacing 
those  caught. 

BUILDING  REGULATIONS 


After  completion  of  the  Manor  Close  Estate  and  pending  a start 
on  the  Nunnington  Sewerage  scheme  it  was  possible  to  obtain  the 
assistance  of  the  Council’s  Clerk  of  \rorks  for  inspections  under  these 
regulations.  Visits  were  increased  and  testing  carried  out  as  required. 
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This  was  of  immense  value  at  a time  when  the  building  industry  was  very 
active.  Since  then,  due  to  restrictions  in  finance,  the  amount  of 
speculative  building  in  particular  has  decreased  and  naturally  the 
number  of  inspections. 

In  one  instance  a bungalow  was  constructed  without  any  of  the 
notices  being  given.  The  builder  was  required  to  open  up  the  various 
parts  needing  inspection  and  three  faults  on  the  drainage  system  were 
corrected. 

. All  planning  applications  continue  to  be  submitted  to  this  authority 
for  observations  prior  to  a decision  being  taken  by  the  No.  5 Area 
Planning  Sub-Committee  of  the  North  Riding  County  Council. 

Intensive  livestock  rearing  is  on  the  increase  and  present 
indications  are  that  this  will  continue.  Although  limited  in  this 
district  to  chickens  and  turkeys  it  is  also  present  to  a limited  extent 
with  pigs.  The  erection  of  extensive  buildings  for  this  purpose  has 
been  observed  in  other  districts  not  too  far  distant  and  outline 
applications  have  been  made  to  the  planning  authority  regarding  land 
within  this  Council's  area. 

Aspects  of  this  type  of  development  which  give  cause  for  concern 
are  smell  and  noise  (from  extractor  fans)  together  with  possible 
drainage  and  dust  problems.  The  planning  authority's  efforts  to 
restrict  building  in  open  countryside  is  appreciated  but  the  public 
health  and  nuisance  angles  should  not  be  lost  sight  of  when  considering 
applications  for  development.  In  many  instances  this  type  of 
development  can  be  established  without  planning  permission  being 
required.  Refusal  of  one  large  unit  in  open  countryside  may  result  in 
several  smaller  units  being  established  within  a village  perimeter  as 
permitted  development.  The  latter,  although  possibly  less  offensive  to 
the  visitor,  could  be  extremely  offensive  to  those  who  live  the  whole 
year  in  the  village.

Food  Hygiene  Regulations 

There  is  a possibility  that  in  the  future  a great  change  in  the 

markets 

requirements  of  the  export/may  result  in  a change  in  food  standards  and 
consumer  protection.  It  is  hoped  that  the  standards  we  have  tried  so 
hard  to  achieve  are  lif  ted  even  higher  and  not  lowered  by  such 
circumstance  s . 

I am  still  of  the  opinion  that  an  annual  licence  to  deal  in  food 
supplies  should  be  necessary,  particularly  when  a trader  needs  one  to 
sell  a goldfish  in  a bowl.  Everyone  would  then  strive  with  patience, 
determination  and  understanding  to  overcome  the  difficulties  and 
problems  of  this  aspect  of  public  health. 

Bakehouses 

There  are  two  bakehouses  in  the  area  which  have  been  visited. 
Satisfactory  conditions  prevail. 

The  Liquid  Egg  (Pasteurisation)  Regulations,  1%3. 

There  are  no  plants  in  the  District  that  deal  with  pasteurisation, 
so  no  samples  have  been  taken. 

Meat  Regulations,  19&3« 

Meat  continues  to  be  inspected  at  the  one  remaining  Slaughterhouse 
in  the  area.. 

Meat  is  stamped  and  a charge  is  made. 

Hours  of  slaughter  are  fixed.  There  is  full  co-operation  from 
the  owner  and  satisfactory  conditions  prevail.

All  Parishes  except  Alter ston,  Hartoft,  Wrelton  (Part),  Kingthorpe 
and  Rosedale  East  and  Vest  are  supplied  with  water  by  the  Ryedale  Joint 
Water  Board. 

The  above  waters  are  obtained  from  springs  from  limestone  strata 
and  are  predominantly  hard. 

The  precautions  against  plumbsolvency  are  not  required. 

Water  Supply  General. 

The  Ryedale  Joint  'Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  supply  and 
distribution  of  water  throughout  the  Rural  District,  except  of  course 
where  private  supplies  still  exist.  The  private  supplies  are  usually 
unsatisfactory  in  their  quantity  or  quality,  sometimes  in  both. 

Boiling  orders  have  been  issued  under  the  direction  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  where  any  excessive  degree  of  contamination 
has  been  found. 

The  Ryedale  Joint  Water  Board  appears  to  be  making  every  effort 
to  extend  the  mains  and  supplies  to  areas  where  private  supplies  are 
in  existence,  particularly  in  the  parish  of  Rosedale. 

Water  Supply  Statement 

Details  of  the  numbers  of  houses  supplied  with  water  under  the 
various  headings  are  published  on  the  following  tabulated  form:- 
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Refuse  Disposal 

As  the  Refuse  Collection  service  develops  so  the  method  of 
disposal  becomes  a greater  problem.  The  means  of  disposal  now  in 
operation  is  by  crude  tipping. 

Neighbouring  Authorities  are  looking  towards  mechanical  means 
of  disposal.  The  isolated  and  geological  nature  of  the  area  makes 
tipping  possible  without  creating  problems.  Our  method  is  cheap 
and  could  last  for  a few  years  to  come  if  Planning  Authorites 
permit  this. 

Sewerage 

Five  sewerage  schemes  are  located  in  the  following  parishes  and 
serving  828  houses.  They  are  situated  as  follows

These  works  receive  constant  attention  by  direct  labour  and 
the  River  Pollution  Board  ensure  a good  standard  of  effluent  where 
necessary. 

Cesspool  Emptier 

The  Cesspool  Emptying  Vehicle  has  assisted  in  improving 
the  standard  of  sewage  disposal  of  sludge  from  ditches  throughout 
the  area. 

There  has  been  a total  return  from  this  vehicle  of  £574.  2s.  Id. 
from  re-chargeable  work.  This  service  to  the  Householders  who 
have  septic  tank  drainage  has  proved  invaluable,  particularly  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  it  has  not  been  possible  to  proceed  with  two 
major  schemes  to  serve  the  Eastemand  V/e stern  areas. 

Public  Lavatories 

These  are  situated  in  the  Parishes  of  ThorntonDale  and  Rosedale 
Abbey  and  cater  for  the  visitors  to  the  District. 

The  one  at  Rosedale  is  closed  for  the  winter  months. 

They  are  supervised  by  direct  labour. 

No  charge  is  made  for  admission. 

Licensed  Premises. 

There  are  twenty-one  Licensed  Premises  in  the  area. 

Satisfactory  conditions  prevail  in  all  except  one. 
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Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1 960 . 


Five  sites  were  licensed  during  the  year. 

There  are  now  twenty  sites  licensed  in  the  area  involving  one 
hundred  and  forty  caravans. 

The  last  few  years  has  seen  a very  large  use  within  the  area 
of  caravans  for  holidays. 

They  fall  into  two  categories:- 

(a)  sites  for  continuous  use  f or  a number  of  caravans,  and 

(b)  those  used  only  at  weekends  by  a single  caravan. 

The  Model  standards  have  not  been  difficult  to  achieve  with 
the  larger  type  of  site. 

HOUSING 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

Up  to  date  four  hundred  and  forty  three  houses  have  been  brought 
up  to  modern  standards  in  this  district  with  financial  assistance  from 
the  Authority  involving  grants  of  £92,374* 

Forty  four  enquiries  have  been  dealt  with  and  thirty  nine 


proceeded  with  during  the  year  under  review. 

Grants  paid  during  the  year  amounted  to  £8,150. 

Number  of  Discretionary  Grants  made  in  1968.  8 

Number  of  Standard  Grants  approved  in  1968.  26 

Number  of  Properties  where  V/ . C . installed.  20 

Number  of  Properties  where  Bath  installed.  22

At  the  present  time  the  Government  has  under  review  legislation 
relating  to  Improvement  Grants.  There  is  every  indication  that  the 
figure  of  £400  referred  to  in  my  previous  Report  will  be  raised  to 
£1 ,000  together  with  any  other  concessions  not  previously  catered 
for.  Present  property  owners  are  therefore  possibly  withholding  any 
action  on  old  property  until  the  proposals  are  published. 

The  early  publicity  given  to  these  proposals  has  produced  a 
decline  in  the  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  but  I believe 
further  capital  expenditure  will  still  be  required  in  this  direction. 

It  is  regretted  that  some  Improvement  Grants  will  require  the 
installation  of  a septic  tank  in  areas  where  sewerage  schemes  are 
being  deferred  for  economic  reasons. 

Sub  Standard  Houses 

The  Report  reveals  that  there  are  still  four  hundred  and  three 
sub-standard  houses  in  the  District. 

Many  are  sound  structurally,  but  they  have  no  bathroom,  hot 
water  and  W.C.  and  the  kitchen  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 

The  year  under  review  seems  to  mark  the  commencement  of  a 
decline  in  this  work. 
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Housing  Applications, 

There  are  sixty  applications  for  Council  Houses  in  the 
district . 

1 have  endeavoured  to  analyse  these  overleaf. 

Building  Regulations,  1965. 

There  were  one  hundred  and  thirty  one  plans  submitted  for 
consideration  under  the  above  Regulations.  One  hundred  and  thirty 
were  approved  and  one  refused. 

The  outside  supervision  v/as  carried  out  as  far  as  staff 
permitted,  agricultural  buildings  needing  particular  attention. 


HOUSING 

Distribution 

There  are  188  Council  Houses  under  the  Control  of  the  Local 
Authority  scattered  over  16  villages.  104  of  these  houses  are 
connected  to  a main  sewerage  system,  the  remainder  are  served  by 
septic  tanks. 

General  maintenance  has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily  both 
by  our  own  labour  and  private  enterprise.  Details  are  given  overleaf 


showing  a comparision  for  last  year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


To  the  Chairman  & Members  of  the  Public  Health  & Cemetery  Committee. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Counc.  Mrs  Cooper  & Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  district  for  the  year  1968. 

This  year  has  shown  us  very  plainly  the  great  lack  of  public 
health  inspectors.  Members  will  recall  that  my  assistant  moved  to  a 
better  position  in  May  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  a successor  had 
not  been  appointed,  and  I may  add,  not  because  a particularly  high 
standard  had  been  demanded. 

I think  that  our  own  experience  only  helps  to  emphasize  the 
lack  of  appeal  which  local  government  has  today  to  any  young  man 
seeking  a satisfactory  career. 

This  year  saw  the  completion  of  your  latest  housing  scheme 
which  is  now  beginning  to  look  quite  attractive. 

The  failure  of  an  industrialist  to  obtain  planning  approval 
for  his  proposals  was  most  dissappointing,  but  at  the  time  of 
writing,  we  know  that  he  was  successful  in  another  site  and  it  is 
hoped  that  others  will  follow  and  provide  more  work  of  this  nature 
in  the  area. 

I would  again  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  continued 
support  of  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  of  the  members  of  your  committee.

Water  Supply 

The  Ryedale  Joint  Water  Board  continues  to  supply  and 
distribute  water  supplies  to  most  of  your  area. 

Conditions  in  the  Stape  area  remain  unchanged  and  will  of 
course  remain  so  until  the  Ryedale  Joint  Water  Board  are  able  to 
serve  this  part  of  the  district. 

1691  houses  are  connected  to  public  mains. 

13  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year  of  which  8 were  satisfactory  and  3 
were  not.

Refuse  Collection 


Almost  all  of  the  area  enjoys  a weekly  collection  of  refuse 
with  the  exception  of  Stape,  Bean  Sheaf  and  Black  Bull  where  a 
fortnightly  collection  is  in  operation. 

Disposal  is  still  by  crude  tipping  and  my  remarks  in  last 
years  report  must  still  apply. 

There  can  be  no  defence  of  such  a system  on  the  grounds  of 
saving  the  ratepayer's  money  and  the  cost  of  a reasonably  effective 
method  of  disposal  should  be  recognised  as  a necessity. 


Sewage  Disposal 

Although  the  Pickering  R.D.C.  are  anxious  to  provide  a proper 
system  of  sewers  in  three  neighbouring  villages  and  we,  in  our  turn, 
have  agreed  to  accept  that  sewage  into  our  disposal  works  the  R.D.C. 
have  not  been  able  to  obtain  loan  sanction  as  yet. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  financial  climate  will  improve  and  that 
this  work  will  soon  proceed. 

Slaughterhouses 

There  is  only  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  area,  operated 
by  a local  butcher;  all  other  butchers  use  the  slaughterhouse  at 
Malton. 

57  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection.  300 
animals  were  inspected  and  184  lbs.  of  meat/offal  were  found  to  be 
unfit  for  human  consumption. 


Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  I960* 

The  number  of  premises  in  the  district  remains  unchanged 
at  41.  All  premises  comply  with  regulations  16  & 19. 

Offices,  Shops  & Railway  Premises  Act  19^3» 

64  visits  were  made  under  the  Act  and  14  unsatisfactory 
conditions  were  found  all  of  which  are  being  dealt  with  informally! 

Housing 

The  number  of  houses  completed  during  the  year  were:- 

By  local  authority  49 
By  private  enterprise  28 

Private  building  continues  at  a good  rate  for  this  area 
although  no  appreciable  increase  in  population  is  noticed. 

A number  of  houses  are  being  built  for  retired  persons 
and  younger  people  seem  to  be  more  willing  to  buy  their  own 
houses  than  was  so  a few  years  ago. 

7 applications  for  discretionary  grants  amounting  to  £2509 
and  8 applications  for  standard  grants  amounting  to  £1120  were 
received  during  the  year,  all  of  which  were  approved. 

65  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  these  applications. 
Nuisances 

55  complaints  of  nuisances  were  investigated  and  23 
nuisances  found,  of  which  21  were  abated  by  informal  action. 

73  visits  were  made  for  this  purpose. 

Caravan  Sites  & Control  of  Development  Act  1961* 

There  are  still  seven  sites  licensed  each  for  one  caravan 

only. 

Planning  approval  was  given  to  a bigger  site  for  summer  use 
but  the  owner  has  not  taken  any  further  action. 

Five  visits  were  made  during  the  year. 

Offensive  Trades 

There  are  two  knacker's  yards  in  the  district  both  of  which 
are  long  established. 

Seven  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  and  there  are 
no  items  to  report  to  your  Committee. 

Factories  Acts  1937-^961 

There  are  25  factories  in  the  district  and  23  visits  were 
made  during  the  year. 

Two  cases  of  unsatisfactory  sanitary  conditions  were  found 
and  remedied.
